3. BASED ON INFORMAL CONTACTS AT THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH, 

THE EMBASSY BELIEVES THE FOLLOWING MIGHT BE RAISED 
DURING THE SECRETARY'S CALL ON MINISTER SLIWINSKI: 

(A) THE POLISH SIDE APPEARS ANXIOUS TO INITIATE 
HEALTH SCIENCE COOPERATION NOT DEPENDENT ON PL-480 
FUNDING. IN THIS REGARD THEY MAY PROPOSE THAT ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF AN INDEPENDENTLY FINANCED PROGRAM OF ONE YEAR 
EXCHANGES FOR YOUNG POST-DOCTORAL HEALTH SCIENTISTS, WITH 
SALARIES AND HOUSING BEING BORNE BY THE HOST COUNTRY. 
FIFTEEN- TWENTY EXCHANGEES ON EACH SIDE PER YEAR MIGHT 
BE PROPOSED. IN ADDITION, THE POLISH SIDE MAY PROPOSE 
NON-PL-480 INSTITUTION-TO-INSTITUTION COOPERATIVE 
ARRANGEMENTS BETWEEN SUCH FROUPS AS INSTITUTE OF 
ONCOLOGY-NATIONAL CANCER INSTITUTE; STATE INSTITUTE OF 
HYGIENE-COMMUNICABLE DISEASE CENTER; INSTITUTE OF PSY 
CHONEUROLOGY -NATIIOAL INSTITUTE OF MENTAL HEALTH; 

MOTHER AND CHILD INSTITUTE -NATIONAL INSTITUTE OF CHILD 
HEALTH AND HUMAN DEVELOPMENT; KRAKOW MEDICAL ACADEMY- 
UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA MEDICAL SCHOOL; KONSTANCIN 
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REHABILITATION CENTER- WOODROW WILSON MEDICAL CENTER OF 
GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY OF TEXAS INSTITUTE OF 
REHABILITATION. IN THE ABOVE EXAMPLES, THE POLISH 
SIDE FEELS THAT SUFFICIENT CONTACT AND MUTUAL RESEARCH 
INTEREST HAVE BEEN ESTABLISHED SO THAT COOPERATION COULD 
BE BASED SOLELY ON FUNDING BY THE INSTITUTES CONCERNED. 

(B) PROBLEMS REGARDING THE ANNEX TO THE MARCH 15, 

1973, MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN THE MINISTRY 
OF HEALTH AND HEW MAY BE RAISED ON THE POLISH SIDE. 

FOR VARIOUS REASONS, COOPERATIVE PROJECTS HAVE NOT BEEN 
STARTED IN A NUMBER OF PRIORITY AREAS LISTED IN THE 
ANNEX, AND A REVISED LISTING OF PRIORITIES MAY BE 
PROPOSED. THERE IS ALSO A FEELING AMONG SOME SCIENTISTS 
HERE THAT THE PRIORITY LIST IS BEING TOO RIGIDLY ADHERED 
TO, AND SOME PROJECTS WITH GOOD POTENTIAL MIGHT THEREBY 
BE LOST. IT MAY BE SUGGESTED THAT US EXPERTS IN NEW 
PRIORITY AREAS VISIT POLAND LATER THIS YEAR TO EXPLOR 
COOPERATIVE POSSIBILITIES. 

(C) IN VIEW OF THE RAPID PROJECTED EXHAUSTION OF 
PL-480 FUNDS TO SUPPORT S&T COOPERATION WITH POLAND, 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE EMBASSY HAS BEEN INFORMALLY ENCOURAGING APPROPRIATE 
AGENCIES HERE, INCLUDING THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH, TO 
CONSIDER ALTERNATIVE FUNDING MECHANISMS. THE APPROACH 
WE HAVE BEEN TAKING IS ALONG THE LINES OF RECENT US- 
YUGOSLAV AGREEMENT, IN WHICH EACH SIDE CONTRIBUTES A 
LIKE AMOUNT TO AN INTEREST BEARING FUND. WE BELIEVE IT 
WOULD BE USEFUL FOR SECRETARY WEINBERGER TO RAISE THIS 
MATTER IN HIS CALLS ON MINISTER SLIWINSKI AND VICE 
MINISTER KACZMAREK, AND THAT IT BE INCLUDED IN THE 
DEPARTMENT S BRIEFING FOR THE SECRETARY. 

4. THE EMBASSY HAS ALREADY BEEN QUERIED A NUMBER OF 
TIMES IN REGARD TO SECRETARY WEINBERGER'S VISIT AS TO 
THE POSSIBILITY OF POLISH MINISTERIAL-LEVEL VISITS TO 
THE US. THIS WILL PROBABLY BE RAISED BY PRIME MINISTER 
JAROSZEWICZ (OR VICE PRIME MINISTER) AND BY DEPUTY 
MINISTER KACZMAREK. 

5. THE US OFFICE OF EDUCATION SUPPORTS THROUGH PL-480 
A SMALL NUMBER OF VISITS OF US COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY 
GROUPS TO POLAND. THIS IS THE ONLY EDUCATION-ORIENTED 
PROGRAM WE NOW HAVE WITH POLAND. THE POSSIBILITY OF AN 
IMPORVED OR EXPANDED PROGRAM OF EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGES 
MIGHT BE A TOPIC OF CONCERSATION DURING THE SECRETARY'S 
CALL ON MINISTER KUBERSKI. 

6. GUEST LIST OF ABOUT 60 PERSONS FOR RECEPTION-BUFFET 
HOSTED BY SECRETARY TO BE TRANSMITTED SHORTLY. LEADING 
HELATH RESEARCHERS COOPERATING WITH HEW WILL BE 
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REPRESENTED. NO FORMAL CLOTHES REQUIRED FOR THIS OR 
OTHER SOCIAL OCCASIONS. 

7. HEALTH MINISTRY IS ARRANGING SILENT TV COVERAGE 
SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL AND MEETING WITH MINISTER SLIWINSKI 
MORNING OF AUGUST 27. POLES DESIRE SECRETARY HOLD JOINT 
PRESS CONFERENCE WITH MINISTER SLIWINSKI, AND HAVE 
SUGGESTED CHANGE OF LOCALE FROM AIRPORT TO HEALTH MINISTRY. 
WE BELIEVE JOINT PRESS CONFERENCE, TO WHICH POLISH AND 
WESTERN PRESS WOULD BE INVITED, WOULD PROVIDE ADEQUATE 
COVERAGE. SOLO MEETING BY SECRETARY WITH PRESS WOULD 
NOT BE REQUIRED.
